“No complaint has been made that the 
census reports are not accurate; indeed 
for a year or two past, we have been able 
to trace the crop so closely that practi- 
cally ever bale has been accounted for. 


Statistics Value Increases, 

“The statistics increase in value every 
year, for it becomes possible, by com- 
parison of the statistics of one year with 
those of the same date in preceding 
years to judge the size of successive crops 
with an accuracy never before known or 
approximated. 

The ginning reports of the census office 
have. crowded out the speculative and 
interested estimates referred to, and the 
single object which the southern repre- 
sentatives had in vlew in urging this leg- 
islation has been successfully accom- 
plished,

New York, December 29.—Chauncey 
_Mitchell Depew, of New York, will suc- 
ceed himself for a term of six years 
as United States senator from the state 
of New York, continuing as the col- 
league of Senator Thomas C. Platt, who 
has still four years to serve. 

The formal announcement of this con- 
clusion was made late this afternoon 
at the Fifth Avenue ;hotel by Governor 
Odell as chairman of the _ republican 
state committee and came as the cujmi- 
nation of a series of conferences by 
prominent republicans extending over 
several weeks, and practically continu- 
ous during the past three days. 

The purport of the announcement is 
that the candidacy of former Governor 
Frank S. Black, of Troy, which has been 
warmly pressed by his friends during tha 
past fortnight or more. is to be with- 
drawn, and that the name of Senator 
Depew will be the only one presented to 
the caucus of republican legislators 
which will select the party’s candidate 
for senator. 

Governor Odell’s formal announcement 
which fs regarded as closing.the contro- 
versy on the sibject, gives it as his 
conclusion ‘‘that party harmony will be 
best subserved by the reelection of Sen- 
ator Depew’,, concedes that the’ senti- 
ment favoring his selection is very 
strong throughout the state, and de 
clares that 

‘It would have been the worst kind 
of party generalship to have run counter 
to this expressed public opinion.’

On the other hand, ginners’ reports, show- 
ing the number of bales actually. ginned, 
are another matter. But I cannot re- 
member ever having seen a ‘fallin which 
the weather so constantly was’ favorable 
for the picking and marketing of cottdn, 
and while it is true that thépe.tias ‘been 
on unusually Jarge amount of cotton 
ginned and marketed for thig time of the 
year, I do not think that this necessari- 
ly indicates ‘a ‘proportionately large crop.

Hold the remainder until] an- 
other crop can be raised, and to avoid 
another 13,000,000 bales’ crop, plant hair 
the land you planted last year, You 
will then realize 10 cents for all you raise 
and all you carry over. 

“‘When the manufacturers find the mar- 
ket overstocked they stap the production 
of manufactured goods. Follow this sim- 
ple rule. Get together and control your 
Own cotton. Why should Liverpool or 
New York or both combined contro] the 
-price of your farm products? 

“Do not put yourselves at the mercy 
of or in the power of the gamblers or 
the government bureau hirelings, who 
can be controlled by Wall street and 
the money changers north. You notice 
that*’while they figure your cotton down 
to 6 cents per pound they also figure up 
the price of wheat and the products of 
the north and west. . 

“Why slumbers the indignation of the 
southern people? Why submit to such’ 
power? Why continue to be hewers of 
wood and drawers of water for the bloat- 
ed money aristocrats of the north? Why 
not be independent with your own prop- 
erty? W. H. BARRISON.” — 


Delinquents Heard From. 


Since the publication of a list of coun- 
ties whose tax receivers and collectors 
recently elected have failed to make 
bond as yet, though the time for this 1s 
nearly out, quite a number of letters 
have been received, stating that officers 
on the “delinquent” list had sent these 
bonds by mail.

“T can understand the disappointment 
of cotton growers at the present prices 
of cotton, and their feeling that these 
‘prices are due to the. unusual size of 
this year’s crop, early and definite know- 
ledge concerring which ‘has been given to 
the people by the census reports. 

“But I confess myself unable to follow 
the reasoning which “leads the growers,

pécause of this exceptional! situation, to 
destroy the efficiency of the officlal ma- 
chinery through which they learned the

er losses than would otherwise have been 
encountered in connection with this 
ear’s crop. 

é “It Petr seem to be plain that in the 
long run, taking one year with another, 
only one thing’ can decrease the specu- 
lative element in the business of cotton 
selling; and thus permanently benefit the 
cotton growers, and that is knowledge of 
the exact truth as to the size of the 
crop, from an absolutely impartial and 
trustworthy source, at the earliest prac- 
ticable dates. This was the unanimous 
contention of the southern representatives 
in congress when the law was passed. 

Must Have Cooperatiop. 

“It is not my purpose, however, to 
argue the matter. I simply desire to 
call your attention to the fact that the 
continuance of the census cotton ginning 
reports is impossible, without the com- 
plete, sympathetic and whole-hearted coa- 
operation of the thirtv odd thousand 
ginners ‘of’ the south. 

“The census office cannot enter into 
compétition with a cotton ginners’ as- 
sociation,“ which proposes to gather the 
same data ‘for private information only.’ 

“Moreover, it cannot continue to rwo- 
mulgate statistics of the quantity of cot- 
ton ginned to certain dates, after it has 
reason to believe that these reports are 
no longer correct, in consequence of a 
concerted boycott by the ginners. Other- 
wise it would be guilty of the identical 
évil of misrepresentation its reports were 
established to prevent. 

‘The census bureau has no interest in 
the matter whatever, beyond the dis- 
charge of its duty as established by law, 
and the maintenance of its reputation for 
the compilation and publieation of ac- 
curate statistics. 

“TI have, therefore, decided to notify you 
in this manner, and through you the cot- 
ton growers of the south, that the con- 
tinuance of the movement which they 
have begun will necessarily result in the 
discontinuance of the cotton ginning re- 
ports of the census office, for without 
the hearty and genera! cooperation of the 
ginners, these reports would become val- 
ueless and their compilation an unpar- 
dongble waste of public money.

“I concur in every word contained in 
this letter of Mr. North, and feel that it 
would be ng@ehifig. short of a calamity 
if the ginners snhuuld at any time fail 
to furnish prompt und accurate reports 
to the census bureau. 

“To fail to report to the census bureau 
will only play into the hands of cotton 
growers, and will serve to promptly re- 
establish alleged statistical agents, who 
are now, thanks to the bureau of 
statistics of the department of agricul- 
ture and the census bureau, thoroughly 
discredited, 

“If, during next year, as a result of de- 
creased acreage and imperfect weather 
conditions, theré should ‘be a short crop, 
which is not improbable, then the gin- 
ners’ reports, issued by the census bu- 
reau, would again be in high favor by the 
cotton growers, 

“What is wanted and what is really 
always to the interest of the cotton 
grower is a prompt knowledge of the 
exact truth. 

Will Amend Act. 


“It is my purpose to prepare and offer 
at this session of congress an amendment 
to the cemsus act providing for the col- 
lection and publication of accurate sta- 
tistics of the number of bales of cotton 
consumed each: year and the surplus of 
cotton held in the hands of the manu- 
facturer, and the number of bales ex- 
ported. 

“This is necessary and only fair to the 
grower of cotton. He should promptly 
have this information as the manutfac- 
turers of cotton throughout the world 
are given knowledge of the number of 
bales of cotton grown. 

“TI have discussed this with Senator 
Bailey, of my state, and he agrees with 
me as to the importance and necessity 
of this amendment and agreed to lend 
a helping hand in securing its adoption.”

This assertion inspires a belief-in 


‘the editor of The Magazine that such 


human fallibility must be corrected by 
the use of mechanisms which will ren- 
der a willful or involuntary ignoring 
safeguards an impossibility. He 
elaborates this idea as follows: 

The only way by which the disregard 
of signals and rules can be prevented 
is by making it physically impossible. 
The engineer must have no discretion 
as to ‘whether he will stop or run past 
a block signal; he must be stopped by 
a mechanical device, the release of which 
is beyond his. control. 

The introduction of such devices is not 
difficult nor impracticable, and there are 
numerous methods by which they may 
be effectively employed... The derailing 
switch is well known, and no engineer 
who realizes that the passage of a 
block signal means the ditching of his 
train will willingly run into such a cer- 
tainty. This, however, is not sufficient, 
as the engineer may not even realize 
that the signal is set against him. The 
setting of the block signal should also 
set his brakes automatically for him, if 
he disobeys the warning, and hold him 
ignominously stalled until he is released 
by the opening of the block. The rear 
protection may be equally controlled by. 
setting a trip for the operation of any 
following train which may approacn 
within the danger limit, and thus the 
element of discretion be wholly elimi- 
nated. 

This method of prevention is one 
strongly commending itself to the un- 
professional mind. We believe that 
already there are severa] such devices 
on the market and patents on others 
are pending. The chief objection, of 
course, on part of the railways will 
be the same as those at first alleged 
against the use of airbrakes and uni- 
form couplers on all cars—the high 
{initial expense. It is a question, 
though, whether this factor should..be 
gllowed to weigh, since the public in- 
directly pays the cost and is exposed 
to wie hazard, 

This stressing of the personal equs- 
tion in the causation of wrecks is by 
no means novel, although it is worthy 
cf more than passing attention, com- 
ing from technical sources.

Growth of Rural Free Delivery. 

A governmental innovation : over 
which the people of the United States 
generally have ample cause for self- 
\congratulation is the rural free deliv- 
ery adjunct of the postoffice depart- 
ment. During its existence of approx- 
imately seven years it has undergone 
an evolution sufficiently marvelous 
and stable to guarantee its permanen- 
cy and its growth in the future in even 
larger ratio ) than in the past. 

A recent™ issue of Werld’s Work 
summarizes the amazing development 
of the service, indicated by rapidly 
increasing routes and@ appropriations, 
as follows: 
- 1897, when the rural service was 

arted on probation, $40,000 was deem- 
ed sufficient for its trial. During the 
fiscal year that ended June 30, 1904, 
nearly $13,000,090 was expended for 
rural free delivery. For the fiscal year 
upon. which we have now entered $20,- 
816,600 has been appropriated for the 
continuance and extension of the rural 
mail service. There were 24,566 rural 
routes in existen at the end of thé 
fiscal year on June 30 last, 9,446 new 
routes having been put into operation 
during the fiscal year. On October |, 

1904, there were 27,135 routes estab- 
lished, and the service was being ex- 
tended at the rate of about 800 routes 
a month. 

At this rate, very few years will elapse 
ere the entire immense rural stretch 
of domestic America will be grid- 
izoned by rural free delivery routes. 
At present, the most important and 
populous districts are being well 
‘served and the extensions are reach- 
ing out into remote and sparsely in- 
habited territory. As the settlement 
iof the unoccupied sections proceeds, 
ithe department makes an effort to es- 
‘tablish additional routes, the regular 
‘method being to create new routes as 
‘soon as the growth of population and 
| topographical peculiarities justifies 
‘such action. 
| Qne of the most fortunate features 
‘of rutal free delivery is its tendency 
toward automatic growth, once it has 
ibeén fairl¥ inaugurated. It comes, of 
‘course, as a novelty to the inhabitants 
lof the rural districts, but as they grow 
accustomed to its manifold advantages 
their patronage is increased, at first 
‘slowly, and then with a rapidity which 
‘frequently necessitates either the 
making of a new route or the adoption 
of more comprehensive methods for 
covering the old one. Close observa- 
tion of government officials has dis- 
closed this peculiarity, which, it is 
needless to say, they heartily wel. 
come as providing a self-supporting 
teeder to the system. 

Beyond doubt, however, the most 
vital phase of the system is its value 
as a colonizing agent. At no extra

RESIDENT W. J. NORTHEN, of 
P the Business Men's Gospel Union, 
has issued the following state- 


ment regarding the permanent organi- 
zation of the union, and presenting the 
constitution under which that organiza- 
tion has been effected: 

Under the auspices of the Business 
Men’s Gospel Union, in cooperation with 
the pastors of the evangelical churches 
of the city, Atlanta has, recently, had 
the greatest religious revival in all 
its history. These experiences came to 
us through the Spirit of the Master be- 
cause the people were willing to be used 
by Him for His service. 

It hag been determined *%o make the 
Gospel Union a permanent organiza- 
tion. This has been done under the fol- 
lowing constitution: 

Constitution of Business Men’s Gos- 
pel Union. 

Name—This organization shall be 
known as the Business Men’s Gospel Un- 
jon of Atlanta and vicinity. 

Membership—Active membership shall 
include all evangelical ministers ex-of- 
ficio and all male members of evangell- 
cal churches of Atlanta and vicinity, in 
g00d and regular standing who shal 
sign the constitution and can agree to 
carry out its provisions. Associate mem- 
bership shall be open to any citizen who 
may approve the purpose of the organ- 
ization and subscribe to support the 
same. By evangelical] churches is meant 
those whose statement of doctrine is 
in harmony. with the basis of coopera: 
tion adopted by the Evangelical Alli- 
ance of the Uniteg States. 

Object—The object of the union shail 
be to promote, in cooperation with the 
evangelical churches of Atlanta and 
vicinity and elsewhere, as opportunity 
may offer, unity and harmony among 
evangelical Christians, foster union evan- 
gelistic services when they seem to be 
needed, to conserve evangelistic senti- 
ment, practicés and institutions, to de- 
fend them against all foes and, as an 
organization and as individuals, to lead

NEW CEMETERY 
OF LAKEWOOD 


Committee on Public Build- 
ings and Grounds so 
. . Recommends. 


A recommendation that Lakewood 
park be converted into a municipal cem- 
etery upon the expiration of the present 
lease is the feature of the annual report 
of council’s committee. on public build- 


ings and grounds, of which Councilman | 


Cc. J, Bowen js chairman. 

The committee is composed of Council- 
man C. J. Bowen, of the fifth ward, 
chairman; Councilman Martin F. Amor- 
ous, of the sixth ward, and Councilman 
24. M. Truner, of the fourth ward. 

The report in full is as follows: 

“Tr. the General Council of the City 
of Atlanta, Ga.—Genflemen: Your com- 
mittee on public buildings and grounds, 
in submitting this, their annua] report 
for the year 1904, beg leave to say that 
many necessary’ improvements and Te- 
pairs have been made in the city hall 
during the year, and we think it would 
De very wise to build some brick piers in 
the basement under the large safes, as 
we believe in case of a large fire the 
safes would fa}l to the. basement below, 
and probably throw some of the walls 
down, which would be very dangerous 


to lives or burst the safes and cause the 


destruction of the records in the safes. 

“We find that the committee last year 
recommended the buildings of the pliers, 
but we had no funds with which to do 
the work, and find that the work will 
cost $400;“and we recommend that the 
finance committee of 1905 appropriate 
this amount ‘for said’ work. 

“The Lakewood Park Company has 
paid to the city $200 for this year's 
rental, the committee not allowing the 
deduction of insurance premium, ag the 
lease provides for the lessee to pay in- 
surance premiums and furnish police 
protection. The property has been leased 
for a term of five years, beginning the 
15th of December, 1904, and expiring 
the Sth of December, . !909. 

“We recommend that upon the expira- 
tion of this lease the entire Lakewood 
property be converted into a municipal 
cemetery, to be operated upon the same 
general system that has made Oakland 
a revered spot in Atlanta. An inauiry 
into the crowded condition of Oakland 
cemetery will, we thirk, compel the be- 
lief that the time Tias arrived for the 
city to open another cemetery for its 
people. 

“The city clerk has classified the 
papers and books that were stored in 
the basement, and they are now stored 
in the vault. : 

“We recommend that steel metal cases 
be purchased and installed in the office 
of the city tax assessors and receivers,

Severe criticism upon the condition cf 
the streets and sidewalks of Atlanta, es- 
pecially in the center of the city, coupled 
with the statement that considerable of 
both time and money are consumed in 
awarding damages to persons injured by 
them, is the feature of the annual report 
of council's committee on claims, of 
which Councilman Terrell is chairman. 

The 1904 committee on claims composed 
of Councilman W. BV. Terrell, of the first 
ward, chairman; Alderman W. M. Terry, 
of the Fourth ward, and Councilman E. 
V. Carter, of the Seventh ward. It has 
been one of the hardest worked and most 
faithful of the standing committee of the 
general council. These officials with City 
Attorney James L. Mayson, have f0- 
tected the city in numerous ways from 
many damage suits, and have saved thou- 
sands of dollars to the municipality. 

The report was written by Counciiman 
Terref, and was adopted by the commit- 
tee yesterday afternoon. The report in

Interesting Report is Made Upoa 


the Municipal Stockade, | ommusee 


Large Increase in the Number of 
Negro Prisoners and a Consid- 
erable Reduction in the Cost 
of Feeding Them Is 
Shown. 


e 


That portion of the report of Com- 
missioner H. L. Collier, of the depart- 
ment of public works, which deals with 
the stockade of the municipality, has 
been completed and some very interest- 
ing figures are contained in it. 

The report that is printed is not ex- 
actly Uke the copy that was given out 
at the office of Commissioner Collier, 
The {903 figures have been insertéi in 
it by The Constitution for the sake of 
comparison. It will be noticed that 
there has been a decided gain in the 
number of prisoners, While the cost of 
maintenance has considerably decreased. 

The !904 report shows that men, wom- 
en and boys of both races worked 67,420 
days, and the 1903 report announce:l 
that a total of 5,112 prisoners worked 
60,175 days. 

In 1903 the cost of maintenance was 
$7,205.93 and in 1904 the cost of main- 
tenance has been $8,897.74, tite éncreae 
having been caused by the larger num- 
ber of prisoners during 1904. The cost 
of maintenance of each prisoner per 
day has been reduced from 11.96 cents 
to 11.19 cents. 

In this connection it is not amiss to 
State that Commissioner Collier has 
provided for the ever-increasing number 
of prisoners in Atlanta. Formerly con- 
ditions at the stockade have been such 
as to occasion extremely unfavorable 
comment among visitors, and the north- 
ern press has commented upon it. 

Commissioner Collier has erected the 
Shell for a magnificent stockade. It is 
complete with the exception of the ceils, 
having been erected in the main by 
workmen sent to the stockade for petty 
offenses, and it has therefore cost the 
municipality comparatively nothing. Com- 
missioner Collier has requested the coun- 
cil of 1905 for an appropriation to com- 
plete this building, and it will probably 
be given him.
